ONEL FRANK P. GRAY. 


omicicde the Result of a Difficulty About Colonel 
Gray’s Cowse-—Mrs. Gray's Terrible Grief— 
Herrowirg Death Scene—The Coron- 
er’se Inquest—Whbhat Jones Bays. 


Colouc! Frank P. Gray was shot and killed 
yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock, by RB. L, 
Jones, town marshal of West End. 

West Lud bas an ordinance which requires 
the marshal to impound all cattle found run- 
ning at large upon the streets. At fifteen min- 
ntes to 1 o'clock, Jones turned out of Peeples 
into Gordon street, driving three cows. At 
the same instant, Colonel Gray turned out of 
Ashby into Gordon street, accompanied by one 
of his sons, a lad five years old. Immediately 
in front of the residence of Colonel A. B. 
Matthews, Colonel Gray met the cows and 
recogni d them as bis. He ran from the side- 
walk to the middle of the street, and picking 
upa rock, threw it at the cows, attempting to 
drive them back. 

Mr. Charles C. Nelson and his wife, 
who board with Colonel Matthews, were 
sitting on the front porch of 
the gentieman’s residence. Mr. Nelson's face 
was turned toward thestrect. He saw Colonel 
Gray throw the rock at the cows and heard 
him say: 

“T will take care of these cows.” 

Previons to hearing Colonel Gray’s remark 
Mr. Nelsen bad not observed Jones, nor did 
he hear Jones's reply. Immediately after he 
Saw one vo! the cowsrun toward Colonel Mat- 
thews’ frout gate, Colonel Gray and Jones fol- 
lowing. ‘the cow suddenly tarned and ran 
back inio the streéf, leaving the two men 
facing cach other under asmall sycamore tree, 
twenty feet belowthe gate. Mr. Nelson heard 
nothing more that was said. The men faced 
each other perhaps a minute, when saddeuly 
the crack of a pistol rang out upon the still 
Sabbath air. Mr. Nelson saw Colonel Gray 

tagger into the street and whirl around and 
around usif forced to do so by a power he 
could not resist. Atonce aware that Colonel 
Gray hac been shot Mr. Nelson jumped from 
the porch and ran to bis assistance. 

A MORTAL WOUND. 

When he reached the wounded man he 

aced his arms around him and supported 

im to the gate. 

“Friend Nelson,’’ Colonel Gray said, “Il an 
killed.” 

“Oh, no, Frank,” Mr. Nelson replied, “you 
are all right. Come with me.” 

He led Colonel Gray to the house, not 
aware, he claims, that Joues was assisting him. 
When tbe steps were mounted, he conducted 
Colone)] Grey to a back room on the right side 
of the hail and assisted him to lie dowa. 

The instant Colonel Gray’s head touched 
the pillow, he said: 

“lam dying; get my wife and children to 
me, quick !” 

Mr, Nelson hurried out, first to summon a 
physicien, and then to infurm Mrs. Gray of 
the terrible fate that had overtaken her hus- 
band. tie boarded a passing street 
car and rode to the residence 
of Doctor W. A. Crow, whom he informed of 
what hed occurred. He then hurried to 
Colone! Gray’s residence. 

Dr. Crow seized his hat and started in a run 
to Colone! Matthews’s residence. He did not 
slacken his pace until he entered the room in 
which Colonel Gray lay. Carefully removing 
the wounded man’s coat, vest and collar, he 

mec his shirt and examiued the wound, 

it was in the left side. 
The bali cntered just below the heart, and 
robabiy passed through part of the ieft lung. 
(The external bleeding was slight, only a few 
ved drops having stained the white shirt. 

Colonel Gray suffered intensely, but he was 
perfectly conscious. 

“Dectur,” he said, “What do you thinkof 
my wound?” 

“I regret to say that it is very serious,” the 
dector replied. 

“Yes, 1 know I ana gomg todie. Doctor, 
I want to tell you something. I am perfect- 
ly conscious, and know what I am going to 
say. I picked up that rock to throw atthe 
COWS, aud not to hurt any one, and he shot 
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e. 
This statement Colonel Gray repeated twice. 
JONES ATTEMPTS SUICIDE, 

When Colonel Gray was being Jed into the 

house, Jones left him just before reaching the 
steps, ard walked back to the gate. 
Mr. William Wilson, whose residence is op- 
posite that of Colonel Matthews. did not see 
the difficulty between Colonel Gray and Jones, 
but he hcurd the shot. He was sitting on his 
front porch. Alarmed by the shot he ran 
hastily to the front gate, where he founda 
colored gir), his nurse. 

“What is the matter?” he inquired. 

The girl replied: “Mr. Jones has shot Colo- 
n el Gray.’ 

Mr. Wilson ran across the street and met 
Jones as he reached the gate. The latter was 
greatly excited. ; 

“Why did you doit?” Mr. Wilson inquired. 

“Tdidn’t meanto doit,’ Jones replied; “it 
Was an eccidental discharge.” 

Before Mr. Wilson could ask another ques- 
question, Jones drew Lis pistol. It was an 
ivory handle 38 calibre Smith and Wesson im- 
proved. He placed the muzzle against his 
right temple, and exclaimed: 

‘Ti put an end to this!” 

Mr. Wilson saw the hammer begin to rise. 
Aware that in another instant Jones would be 
in eternity, he grasped the pistol, slipping a 
finger vider the hammer. A desperate strug: 
gle for the possession of the weapon ensued. 
In the midst of it Mr. Wilson excitedly cried: 

* Jones, you wouldn’t dothat!” 

Jones paid no attention to the remonstrancg, 
but desperately continued his efforts to kill 
himself. Mr. Wilson’s father saw the struggle, 
and yan to his son’s assistance. Between 
them, they succeeded in wresting the pistol 
from Jores, and it was then carried by Mr. 
Wilson to his residence and given to his 
mother for safe keeping. When he returned, 
he found his father engaged in a struggle 
with Jones to prevent his stabbing himself 
with his pocket knite. It was finally secured, 
but not before Jones had severely cut the 
thumb of his right hand. 

Deprived of bis weapons, Jones broke away 
from the Wilsons and hurried off. 

MRS. GRAY'S AGONY. 
F Colonei Gray’s residence is on Ashby strect, 
some distance from the point at which he was’ 
shit. Mr. Malcolm Johnson’s residence is 
near by. About five minutes after the shoot- 
ing, Mr. Jobuson, who was on his front porch, 
heard agonizing screams in Colonel Gray’s 
yarc. Quickly following them, he saw Mrs. 
Gray rush to the front gate, accompanied by 
two colored women, who.wWere vainly trying 
to restrain her. He ran in great alarm to dis- 
cover the cause of Mrs, Gray’s frantic screams. 

“My husbdnd! my husband! my husband!” 
she sbricked, violently gesticulating. 

“What is the matter with your husband?” 
asked Mr. Johnson, not having heard of the 
shooting. 

Mrs. Gray was incoberent in hor grief and 
frenzy. 

One of the colored women said: ‘He has 


— been shot.” 


It was at this moment that Mr. Nelson ar- 
rived, but his message had been forestalled. 
Colonel Gray’s little son had carried the 
dreadful newsto his mother. As soon as he 

the shot, and saw his fathcr stagger 

to the street, he fled swiftly home and 

into her presence, crying: ‘‘Father has 
killed! Father has been killed!” 

Mrs. Gray did not wait to inquire the par- 
ticulars, but ran screaming to the as 
already relgted.’ Mr. Johnson and Mr. Nel- 

grasped her arms and accompanied her to 
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her husband's presence, arriving twelve min- 
utes before he died. At the door of the room, 
she tore herself from her escorts, and rushed 
to the bed and threw herself upon her hus. 
band. He said something to her which coald 
not be understood, and placing his hand upon 
her head, kissed her. 
- THE DEATA SCENE. 

“Oh,” she moaned, “how could he do it? 
How could he do it 7?” 

Then she again gave utterance to frenzied 
hrieks.

“Can it be possible,” she repeatedly ex- 
claimed, that my husband is in this con- 
dition? (Can it be possible that, he is dyiag?’- 

The dying man became greatly excited. 
His intense physical and mental saffering al- 
roost crazed him. It seemed, too, that he 
suddenly became possessed of superhuman 
strength, for he rolled from side to side of the 
bed, groaning piteously. The room was fille 
with spectators... Tne dreadfal horror of the 
scene caused their faces to blanch aad 
limbs to tremble. Some, unable to 


bear the sight of the wild grief of the wife 


and the fearful agony of the husband, hastily 
left the room and sought the free air ontside 
of the house. The harrowing effect of the 
shrieks of Mrs. Gray and the groans of her dy- 
ing husband was rendered all the more intense 
by the cries of their children, who had gath- 
ered around the bed. So violent were Colonel 
Gray’s contortions that he would have rolled 
out upon the floor had it not been for the 
strong arms of someof the men who wituessed 
the terrible spectacle. 

As death drew nearer Colonel Gray grew 
quiet. He repeated to those around him his 
statement to Dr. Crow: 

“I picked up that rock to throw at the cows, 
and not to burt any one, and he shot me.” He 
was conscious until within four minates of 
his death. Then he spoke no more fis 
breath became short and spasmodic. His eyes 
He struggied slightly an in- 
stant, andthen the magnitlicent physique be- 
came still, Life had departed. The hands of 
the clock on the mantel piece pointed to thir- 
ty -five minutes after one. 

dhoroughiy exhausted by the violence of 
her grief, Mrs. Gray was taken from the room 
and conducted to ber desolate home. 

THE CORONER 5S INQUEST. 

Coroner R. O. Haynes arrived at the scene 
of the homicide at 4 o’clok, and at once or- 
ganized a jury to holdan inquest. The follow- 
ing gentiemen served: A. I. Morgan, fore- 
map; J. N. Brack, J. M. Smith, James Brack, 
T. H. Miller, W. ‘tT. Fiemming, W. A. Scewart, 
Robert Platt, J.T. Adams, W. H. Bower:, N. 
R. Fowlerand F. B. Baker. The witnesses 
examined were: Charles C. Nelson, William 
Wilson, Burgers Smith, Edna Davis, colored, 
Joshua Scales, colored, Dr. W. A. Crow, Dr. 
J.M. Boring, G. A. Howell and Rita Saws, 
colored. 

The testimony of Messrs. Nelson. and Wil- 
son and Dr. Crow was substantially as out- 
lined in the story of the tragedy 

Mr. Burgess Smith testified that Colonel 
Gray told him sometime ago that he left his 
house one morning with his mind fully made 
up to kill Jones. But, Colonel Gray said, he 
met Mr. Arthur Howell and infurmed him of 
hfs intention, and was advised by that gentle- 
mantolet Jones alone. He accepted the ad- 
vice. Mr. Smith also testified that Jones told 
him that Colouel Gray had threatened him. 

The testimony of Edna Davis was so con- 
fused that it was ruled out. 

Joshua Scales testified that just’preyious to 
the shooting he was racinug with anvthor col- 
ored man on Gordon street. Somebody said: 
‘“‘Leok out, or you’i] get shot.” Seales asked 
who was quarreling, and was told that Jouies 
aud aman he did not Know were the parties. 
He saw Jones and Colonel Gray at Colonel 
Maiihews’s gate. Colonel Gray pitched a rock 
inte the street. Scales heard one of the par- 
ties sey something about a cow, and then he 
saw Joucs, Who was about a yard from Colonel 
Gray, Graw his pistol and fire. 

Scveral of the witnesses testified that Colo- 
nel Gray was not armed with a pistol. 

Dr. J. M. Boring explained the uature of 
the wound, 

THE VERDICT. 

Mr. G. A. Howell testilied thatsome months 
ago, Colonel Gray weit to his house and com- 
plained that Jones had taken np his cows and 
imjoundced them. He wartdto know by 
what authority he did it. Mr. Howell, who 
was mayor of West End, explained the or- 
dinance, and Colonel Gray left entirely satis- 
fied and in a good humor. He had never 
heard Colonel Gray threaten Jones. 

Rita Sams testified that she saw Jonés and 
Colonel Giay in front of Colonel Matthews’s 
gate. Colonel Gray. picked up a brickbat and 
“made at’ Jones, who asked if he was going 
te strike. Colonel Gray replied, ““G--d d——n 
you, Pi) kill youn.” Then Jones shot him, 

When a}! the testimony had been heard, the 
room was cleared of the denSe crowd of spcc- 
tators, and the jnry proceeded to make its 
verdict. Someof the jurymen were in favor 
of declaring the homicide to be murder, but 
the majority were opposed to returning such 
a verdict. Considerable discassion was had. 
Upon a vote’s being taken, it was decided that 
the verdict should declare nothing but the 
bare fact of the killing. In accordance with 
this decision, the following verdict was re- 
turned : 

“Wrst END, Fulton county, (ia., May 16, 1886.— 
We, the jury empaneled and sworn to inquire into 
the cause of the death of Frank P. Gray, here 
lying dead, do find from the evidence adduced and 
the stetement of Dr. J. M. Boring, county physi- 
ciap, that said Frank P. Gray came to his death 
froma pistol ball fired from a pistoi in the hands 
of RK. L. Jones.” 

The jurymen then received their pay and 
were discharged. The inquest consumed two 
hours and a half. 

Immediately after the announcement of the 
verdict, Colonel Gray’s body was taken in 
charge by Undertaker Swift and removed to 
his late residence, where it was prepared for 
interment. 

WHAT JONES SAYS. 

When Jones hurriedly left the Wilsons, at 
Colonel Matthews’s gate, he went home. He 
feund that his wife, whose health is delicate, 
had been informed of the ho:micide, and that 
she was completely prostrated. He comforted 
her as best he could, provided for her protec- 
tion in his absence, and then went to Mr. O. I. 
Culberson’sttore. He told Mr. Culberson that 
he wanted to go to the jail and surrender him- 
self. Mr. Cylberson agreed to accompany 
bim. They drove to the jailin a buggy, and 
Joues went in and surrendered himself tothe 
officers in charge. 

At 8 o’clock a CONSTITUTION reporter went 
to the jail to interview Jones. He was found 
in the office, quietly conversing with the offi- 
cers. Heis aman of medium beight, rather 
slenderly built, and has a pleasant, open face. 
He is twenty-nine years old. 

When the reporter approached him, Jones 
said that he had been advised not to talk. 

“There are two watters, Mr. Jones,” the re- 
porter said, “abont which you may talk with- 
out prejudicing your case. Did vou assist 
Mr. Nelson to conduct Colonel Gray into the 
house?” 

“Yes, I assisted him part of the way.” 

“Why net all the way ?”’ 

“Because Mr. Nelson abused me so out- 
rageously that I couldn't stand to hear him.” 

“Is it true that you attempted suicide?” 

Jones thought a moment, evincing much 
emotion. 

‘-T would prefer,’ he said, finally, “ not to 
be interviewed on that subject. I was greatly 


excited when I left Colonel Gray and Mr. Ne}l- 


son. I deeply regret the necessity of having 
to shoot Colonel Gray.” 
HIS SIDE OF THE CASE. 

“Were you compelled to shoot him?’ — 

“Well, I suppose there is no use boing silent 
about the matter, and so I will tell you all 
about it. When Colonel Gray met me I was 
in the discharge of my duty as an_ of- 
ficer of the town of West End. 
He came at me very abruptly. He picked up 
a emall rock and threw it at the cows. I in- 


terfered by trying todrivethem on up the 
street. He then picked up a larger rock and, 
holding it in his hand, struck at me. [ 
dodged the biow. He called me a ‘d——d 
ecoundrel’ and struck at me again. I saw 
that he was determined to do me a serious in- 
jury. He wasa much more powerful mana 
than I, and, in self detense, I drew my pistol 
avd fired at him. I regretthatI had to kill 
him—regret it deeply, but it was that or per- 
haps a killing for me.” 

“Had you heard that Colonel Gray had 
threatened you?” 

“Yes, but I paid no attention to the threat, 
as it did- not come from a reliable source. 
Only about ten days ago I had a pleasant talk 
with Colone! Gray about his tax returns. I 
don’t know why he attacked me so suddenly 
and so violently today. But when he did it 
I was. forced to defend myself.” 

“Drive: Gower, of street car No. 4, says he 
heard you say when you were struggling with 
the Wilsons, that you bad committed the 
greatest mistake of your life in shooting Col- 
onel Gray. Did you say that?” 

“No, I did not. I said that I regretted that 
I bad to kill him.” 

“Have you met with any expressions of 
sympathy ?” 

‘Yes, a great many. I talked with many of 
the citizens of West End before I surrendered 
myself. They all expréssed sympathy for 
me. SincelI bave been at the jail, a number 
cf people, both fromgWest End and Atlanta, 
have cal'ed and expressed sympathy for me. 
I buve always tried tolive uprightly and to 
give offe: ss to no man.”’ 

THE WARRANT. 

“Flas a warrant beek issued for your ar- 
reat ?” 

“Ifone has been issued, I haven’t seen it. 
As 1 told you, I came to dhe jail and surren- 
cered myself, There was no warraut here for 
we, and so the officers told me to remain iu 
the office until one should be sent to them. 
Itis nowso'’clock, bat the warrant is not 
foithcoming.”’ 

At one o'clock this morning a visit was 
mace to the jail, and an inguiry made about 
the warrant. It had not been received. The 
officers thought it proper, however, to lock 
Joues inacell. Hedid not demur, but yield- 
ed quietly, saving that be was perfectly will- 
ing to act in accordance with the officers’ 
wishes. 

While interviewing him the reporter ob- 
scerved Jones's manner closely. He was labor- 
ing under deep emotion, and appeared care- 
worn; but he did not appear to believe that he 
had commisted a crime. He seemed to feel 
that he had acted in self-defense, and to be 
confident that the law had no punishment in 
store for him. 

Colonel Frank P. Gray was well known in 
Atlanta, he having been for sometime a promi- 
nei.t member of the bar. His wife is the 
daughter of the late Judge Tumlin, of Carters- 
ville. Colonel Gray leaves four young chil- 
drep, three of whom are boys. He was about 
thirty-five years old. 


BRINGING HER HOME, 


A Husiand's Determined ChaseAfter a Run- 
away Wife. 

SyRacusk, N. Y., May 16.--Henry Whecler, 
of Oswego, had anexciting chase after his 
runaway wife in this city today. She left 
bome in the afternoon, and Mr. Wheeler bear- 
ing that she had cometo Syracuse started in 
pursuit this morning. He believes that she 
had concealed herseJf in some disreputable 
house, and greatly excited he rushed froin one 
place to another. His callat Josephine Ble- 
wett’s awakened his suspicions that she 
was there, although the door was slammed in 
his face, He watched the house until a warrant 
could be issued, but later he rushed to the 
police station with the intelligence that his 
wife bad been burried off from the biewett 
bouse 1p a carriage and he wanted her ar- 
rested. Wheeler finally found his wife at the 
Oswego depot and the couple left here for home 
cccupying separate seats. Wheeler said that 
he would have his wife arrested when they 
reached Oswego. 

Mrs. Wheeler isa remarkably fine looking 
lady, being tall and very attractive in man- 
per. The affair caused a sensation in parts of 
the city where the excited husband was seen. 
He refused to tell what was the cause o! his 
marital troubles.

Porter further 
stated that he was severaly 
cut by aman inthe crowd bearing the name 
of Davis, because he said “Davis ought to 
have been hung while at lortress Monroe,” is 
equally fulse. On the night of Davis's arrival, 
about 11 o’clock, Porter was very drunk in 
the bar room, and got into a fightin which he 
was slightly cut. His wound was received 
fifteen Lhonre before Davis spoke, and the quar- 
rel bad nothivg todo with politics. It wa3 
just one drunken man fighting another, aud 
was the only disturbance here during the 
three days of excitement.

ALABAMA POLITICS 


Jefferson County Convention—Election of 
Delegates to Congressional Convention. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., May 16.—[Special. 
The county convention, which assembicd in 
the city Friday, was the largest ever held 
in Jefferson county. One hundred = and 
eighty-two delegates were present from the 
various county beats. The meeting was quiet 
until the congressional delegation was to be 
selected, when the delegates began to shift 
their seats and to jnggle. The prominent can- 
didates were J. M. Martin, the present incnm- 
bent, and J. i. Bankhead, of Fay- 
ette Courthouse. Martin was the 
young men’s candidate, and theedict had gone 
forth he was to be the coming man. It was 
circnlated that the young men of the Birming- 
ham beat intended to corral the convention, 
which was denied Dy Robert Warnock, a ris- 
ing young politician, and hard worker for 
Martin. There was much excitement, and 
the convention instructed afull delegation for 
Martin. The Bankhead men protested, buat 
had no show. 


BOHEMIAN INDIGNATION. 


Because They are Charged With Com- 


plicity in the Chicago Riots. 


CHIcaGco, May 16.—The leading Bohemian 
residents of thiscity held a meeting today. and 
expressed their indignation that ihe mecting of 
the recent riot should be attributed to ciiizens of 
their nationality. Adolph Kraus, a member of the 
boara of education, emphagtved the fact that one 
of the policemén shot during the riot—Angust 
Keller—was a Bohemian; that ne Bohemian had 
been srrested on acconnt of the riot, and that not 
balf a dozen Bohemians took part in the easter 

arade, “‘when the American flag was dragge‘d 
in the dirt and thered flag unfurled tothe breeze.”’ 
Other speeches were made,in which the senti- 
ment was general that it was the dnty of every 
American Citizen, and every alien who enjoys the 
hospitality of this free land. to carefully obey all 
its laws. 


A Picnic Among Circus Men. 

STAUNTON, Va.,May 16.—A terrible wind and 
tain storm occurred here yesterday afternoon.

THE NEXT HOUSE. 


INTEREST IN THE COMING CON- 
GRESSIONAL ELECTION. 


Prominent Men Who are Going to Retire Prom the 
House— Leaders who Have no Opposition—Tne 
Georgia Delegation—An Interview With 
Mr. Clements—Other Districts, 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—({Special.}|—Tahe 
probable complexion of the next house of rep- 
resentatives isone of the present themes of 
gossip in Washington. The organization of the 
congressional campaign committees of both 
parties has been projected, and Washington 
will be the headquarters of the ooming cam- 
paign. A hard struggle is anticipated on both 
sides, with the chances so nearly equal as to 
insure the most active exertion and the keen- 
est interest to the last. 

It isalready the announced intention of a 
uumber of the most prominent men in the 
house not to be candidates for re election. 
Among the republicans, Mr. Ranney, 
of Massachusetts, and Mr. Goff, 
of West Virginia, are the most 
prominent of the voluntarily retiring 
congressmen. Mr. Ranney will return to a 
lucrative law practice in Bosion while Mr. 
Goff will devote himself ro the hopeless effort 
of getting to the senate. He starts his boom by 
becoming chairman of the republican cam- 
paign committee. The democrats are to lose 
several strong men. Messrs. Hewittof New 
York, Barbour and Tucker of Virginia, Sey- 
mour aud Mitchell of Connecticut, Collins of 
Massachusetts, Bennett of North Carolina and 
Throckmorton of Texas have already sigui- 
fied their intention te retire from cougres- 
sional life. 

(in either side the most prominent leaders 
will, however, be candidates for re-election. 
Of the return of Messrs, Randall, Morrison, 
Carlisle and Holman, who may be called the 
“tig foua’’ of the democratic side, so far as in- 
fluence goes, there appears to be no doubt. 
Messrs. Reed, Long, Kelley, Butterworth, and 
Hiscock, of the commanders on the other side, 
are equally sure of continued service. 

AMONG THE GEORGIANS 
in Washington the greatest interest is natur- 
ally felt in the congressional outlook in their 
own state. In severalof the Georgia districts 
spirited contests are already assured, while in 
others the incumbents have blvomiug pros- 
pects. 

All the present members {om Georgia are 
understood to be candidates for re-election. 
In the first distiict Mr. Norweed is opposed by 
Judge Mershen, of Glynn, with Judge Pratt 
Adams, of Savavuab, assured of a hearty sup- 
roitif he should enter the race, and with ex- 
(opgressnian Nicholls in the attitude ofa 
“dark horse.’

Ticson, Ari, May 16.—A_ special from 
Hluachuca says: Captain Hatfield, with a 
trcop of cavalry, struck Geronimo a heavy 
blow yesterday morning, ata point ten miles 
suutheast of Santa Cruz, but a few hours later 
received a heavier blow in return. Friday 
ufternoon the hostiles, about seventy 
strang, struck Miles Pias ranche, 
rounding ip thirty horses.

The men dismounted 
and made aé gallant fight, which lasted 
foran hour. Twoof the comimaad were kill- 
ed and three wounded. Many Indians fell, 
but the number is not Known.

prookyN, N. Y , May 16.—[Special,]—Lev. 
PpeWitt Taimage, D. D., today began a series 
Sabbath morving discourses ia the Brook- 
isn tabernacle, on the all-absorbing labor 
question. He discusses the followiug subjects 
“The Battle for Bread,” the 

Rights ef Capital and Labor,” the Hardships 
of the Work ingfClasses,” “How Employers and 
Employ:s Ought to Treat Each Other,” and 
The Grestest Foe of Labor’—five in all. 

The o;cnving bymn of the service this morn- 
ing begins: 

Arm of the Lord, awake! awake!’ 

Pot oa thy strength, the nations shake! 
And let the world adoring see 

i :iumpbs of merey wrought by Thee. 

After expounding appropriate passages of 
Scripture, Dr. Talmage gave out the text, 
Genesis i:2: “The earth was without form, aud 
void, and darkness was upon the face of the 
deep. And the spirit of God moved upon the 
face of the waters.” Dr. Taimage said: 

“Out in espace there hung a great chunk of 
rock and wud and water and shell. Thousands 
of miles in diameter, more thousands of miles 
in circumference. <A great mass of ugliness, 
confusion «nd distortion, uselessuess, ghastli- 
ness and horror. It seemed like a great com- 
mons on which smashed-up worlds were 
dumped. It was what poetry and prose, 
scientist and Christian agree in calling chaos. 
Out of that black, rough, shapeless egg our 
beautifvu! world was hatched. ‘iod stood over 
that origins! anarchy of elements and said: 
“Atlantic ocean, you go right away and lie 
Gown there' Pacific ocean, you sleep there! 
Caveasian range of mountains, you stand 


there! Mount Washington, you be sentinel 
there! Meunt Blane, you put on your coronet 
of crystal there! Mississippi, you march 


there, aud Missouri, you marry it there!’ And 
he gathered in His Almighty hands the sand 
and mud and rock, and rolled and heaved and 
moulded and dented and compressed them into 
shape, and then dropped them in four places; 
and the ove was Asia, and another was Europe, 
and anether Africa, and another America, 
North and South. 

That original chaos was like the confusion 
and anarchy into which the human rate ever 
and apen has a tendency to plunge. God has 
said: “It there be light of law, light of jus- 
tice, light of peace, light of love!” “No! No!’ 
say anarchic voices; “let thero be darkness, 
let there be cut-i hroatery. let there be eterual 
imbroglic, let there be chaos.” 

Such arocial condition many are expecting 
because of the overshadowing contest between 
labor and capital; there bas not been an intel- 
ligent mun or woman during the last two 
months bus not asked the question: “Shall we 
have blocdy revolution in this country’ I 
have heard many answer the question in the 
aflirmative; I answer itin the negative. 

There may be and there have been terrific 


outburets of popular frenzy, but there will be > 


no anarchy, for the church of-Christ, the 
mightiest and grandest institution of the 
planet, shall, laying hold of the strength of 
the eternal God, come out, aud putting one 
hand on the shoulder of Labor and the other 
on the shoulder of Capital, say: “I come in 
the name of the God whoturned chaos into 
magnificent order, to settle this dispute by the 
principles of eternal justice aud kindness, aud 
now I command you. take your bands off of 
each other’s throats.”’ The only impartial in- 
stitution on this subject is 
be cbureh, for it is made 
upofboth capitalists and laberers, and was 
founded by Christ, who was a carpenter, and 
so hasarightto speak for all laborers; and 
who ewns the earth and the solar system aud 
the universe, and so can speak for the capi- 


As ior myself, as an individual, I havea 
right to be heard. My father was a farmer, 
and my grandfather, and they had to work 
for a living; and every dollar I own I earned 
by the sweat of my own brow, and I owe no 
man apything, and if any obligation has 
escaped my memory, come and present your 
bill when I descend from this pulpit, and I 
will pay you on the spot. Iam going to say all 
that I think and feel onthis subject, and 
without any reservation, asking your prayers 


that I may be divinely directed in this impor- 


tant series of Sabbath morning discourses.

My brotherly counsel isto the nearly two 
million people who could not get work before 
this trouble began and who have themselves 
ard their families to support, to go nuw and 
take ‘the vecated places. Go in and 
t»uke those places a million and a haif strong. 
Grecn hands you may be now, but yoa will 
not be green hands long. My sentiment is 
full liberty for all who want to strike to do so, 
ard full Jiberty for all who want to take the 
vacated places. Other industries will open for 
those who are now taking a vacation. fur we 
have only opencd the outside door of this con- 
tinent and there is room in this country for 
eight hundred million people and for each one 
of them a home and a livelihood and a God. 

Se, however others may feel about-this ex- 
citcment as wide as the continent, I am not 
seured a bit. The storm will hush. Christ 
will put bis foot upon it as upon agitated Gali- 
iee. As at the beginning, chaos will give place 
to orcer asthe Spirit of God moves upon the 
waters, Hut hear it, workingmen of America! 
Your first step toward light and betierment of 
condition will be an assertion of your individ- 
ual independence from the cictation of your 
tellow workmen.

I may 
quit my place and continue to bea gentleman, 
but when I interfere with ray successor in 
this pulpit Il become a criminal and deserve 
uothing better than soup in a tin bowl in Sing 
Sing penitentiary. Here is a statement that J 
would have every laborer put in his memoran- 
dum book or paste in his hat, and every news- 
paper put at the head of its columns.- There 
are now about twelve million pcople in this 
country receiving wages and about six hun- 
dred thousand belonging to organizations that 
control their labor. 1 would have all the six 


association that 


hundred thousand do as they please and 
I wouid have ali the other’ eleven 
willion four hundrea thonsand do 
as they please. You will admit 


that the six hundred thousand in such orzani- 
zations ought not to control the eleven million 
four bundred thousand laborers not in them. 
Your first duty, O laboring man! is to your 
family. Letnoone but Almighty God dic- 
tate to you how you shal! support them. 
Woik when you please, where you please, at 
what you please and ailow no one for a hun- 
Cred millionth part of a second to interfere 
with your right. When we emerge from the 
present unhappiness, as we soon will, we shai! 
find many tyrannies broken and labor and eipi- 
tal will march shoulder to shuulder. 

This day I declare the mutual dependence 
of labor and capital. An ojd tent-maker put 
it just right—I mean Paul--when he declared ; 
“The eye caunot say to the hand, I have no 
need of thee.’ You have examined some 
éiaborate macbhinery—a thousand wheels, a 
thousand bands, a thousand levers, a thousand 
puiieys, but all controlled by one great water 
Whee]; allthe parts adjoived, so that if you 
jarred one part you jarred all the parts. Well, 
scclety is a great piece of mechanism—a thoa- 
send wheels, a thousand pulleys, a thousand 
livers, Lut all controlled by one great and 
evcr-revolying force—-the wheel of God's 
providence. So thoroughly is society bal- 
anced and adjusted, that if you harm one 
pert you harro all the parts. The professions 
inter-dependent; all the trades inter-de- 
pendent; capital and labor inter-dependent: 
so that the man who lives in a mansion on the 
hillend the man who breaks cobblestones at 
the foot of the hill affect each other’s misfor- 
tune or prosperity. Dives cannot kick Lazi- 
rus without hurting his own foot. They who 
throw Shadrach into thefurnace get their own 
faces scorched and blackened.’ No such thing 
as independence. Smite society at any one 
point and you smite the entire community. 
Or to fall back on the old tentmaker’s figure, 
what ifthe eye should s2y: “I am overseer of 
this physical anatomy; I am independent 
of all the other members; if there is 
anything I despise it is those missrable and 
low-lived fingers!” Whatif the hand should 
say: “I sm bess workman; I am independent 
of all the other members; look at the callous 
in wy palm and the knots of my knuckles; if 
there is anything I hate itis the human eye, 
seated under the dcme of the forehead, doing 
nothing but look!” Now, we come inthis 
morning to break up that quarrel, and we say: 
“Ob! silly eye, how soon you would swim in 
death if you had not the hand to support and 
deferd you. Oh! silly hand, you would hea 
mere fumbler in the darkness if it were not 
for the human cye.” “The eye cannot say un- 
te. the band, ‘I have no need of thee.’” 

iclief will come to the working classes of 
this country through a better understanding 
between capital and labor. Before this con- 
test goes mueh further it wiil be. found that 
their interests are identical; what helps one 
helps both; what injures one injures both. 
Show me any point in the world’s history of 
six thousand years where capital was prosper- 
ed and labor oppressed, or where labor was 
prcspered and capital oppressed. What is the 
state of things now? Labor at its wit’s end to 
get bread. Capital at its wit’s end to pay the 
texes and to keepthe store and factory rua- 
ning. Show meany point in the last fifty years 
where capital was getting large accumula- 
tion, and I will show you the point at waich 
labor was getting jarge wages. Show me a 
point atany time in the last fifty years where la- 
bor was getting large wages, and I will show you 
the point where capital was getting large protits, 
Until the crack of doom there will be no relief 
for the working classes until there is a better 
understanding between labor and capital aad 
this war ends. Every speech that capital 
makes against labor is an adjournment of our 
uational prosperity. Every speech that labor 
makes against capital is an adjournment of our 
rational prosperity. When the capital of the 
country maligns labor it is the eye cursing the 


bard. When labor maligns capital it 
is the hand cursing the eyo. The 
capitalists of the country, 60 far 


as { know them, are successful laborers, If 
the capitalists in this house today would draw 
iheir glove, you would see the broken finger- 
nail, the scar of an old blister, here and there 
a stiffened finger-joint. The great publiehers 
of New York and Philadelphia, so far as I 
know them, were bookbinders or printers on 
small pay. The carriage manufactarers of the 
country used tosandpaper the wagon-bodies 
in the wheelwright’s shop. On the other hand,

Peies Cooper was « giuciiak er. No one ve- 
grudped him his millions of dollars, for he 
busit teoper institute and swange open is 
docrs for every } oor wean's aon, and said to the 
Gay ialarer: “Sevd your boy up to my iasti- 
tute if rou want bim to havea splendid eda 
cation.” And a young man of this church was 
the other day waiking in Greenwood ceme- 
tery ard be saw two young men puttiag flow- 
ers on the greve of Peter Cooper. My friond 
supposed the young men were relatives of 
Peter Cocper and decorated his grave for that 
reason. *‘No,” they said, “we put these flow- 
ers or bis grave because it was through him 
we get our education.” Abraham Van Nest 


was 8 barressrozker in New York. 
Through <«copemy aud industry aad skill 
he got a preat fortune. He 


gave away to help others hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. I shall never forget the 
scene when I, a green country lad, stopped at 
his house, and after passing the evening with 
him he came to the door and cane outside 
und said: “Here, DeWitt, is fifty dollars to get 
hooks with. Don’t say anything about it.” 
And Il never cid till the ‘good old man was 
gone. The wealthy men of the twentieth 
century are in these last fourteen years of the 
nineteenth century sitting with their feet on 
the eLuttle, or standing up swinging the pick- 
axe, or doing some kind of hard work, and 
from the same classes are to come the philoso- 
phers and poets and orators. Henry Clay was 
“the millboy of the slashes;’ Hugh Miller, @ 
stove mason; Colambus, a weaver; Hailey, 4 
scup boiler; Arkwrizht. a barber; the learoed 
sicon feld, a shoemsker; Hogarth, an en- 
giaver of pewter plate, avd Horace Greeley 
started hfe-in New York with ten dollars aud 
s¢ veuty-five cents in his pocket. 

The distance between capital and labor is 
not a great gulf over which is swung a Niag- 
ira suspension bridge; it is only a step, and 
the laborers here will cross over and become 
capitalists and the capitalists will cross over 
and become laborers Wonld to God they 
would shake hands while they are crossing, 
these from one side and those from the other 
Bice, 

The combatants in this great war betwoen 
cepital and labor are chiefly, on the one side, 
nen of fortune who have never been obliged 
to ioil, and who despise labor, and, on the 
other hand, men who could get labor but will 
not baveit, will not stick to it. It isthe hand 
enrsing the eye or the eye  cur- 
ting the hand. I want it wunder- 
stood that the laborers are the highest 
sivie of capitalists. Where is their invest- 
wert? Inthe bauk? No, In railroad stock? 
No Their muscles, their nerves, their bones, 
their mechanical skill, their physieal health, 
ere tLe highest kind of capital. The man who 
Lastwo feet and two ears and two eyes and 
ten fingers, owns a machinery that puts into 
1.othingness Corlies’s engine and all the rail- 
road rolling stock, and all the carpet and 

crew and cotton factories onthe planet. I 
wave the flag of trucethis morning between 
the contestants. I demand a cessation of hos- 
tilities between labor and capital. What is 
goed tor one is good for both. What is bad for 
one is bad for both. 

Again: relief will come to the working 
classes of this country through a co-operative 
association. I am not now referring to trades 
unions. We may hereafter discuss that ques- 
tion. But I refer to that plan by which labor- 
ers become their own capitalists, taking their 
surpluses and putting them together and 
carrying on great enterprises. In England 
aud Wales there sre 765 co-operative associa- 
tions, with 200.000 members, with a capital of 
214,000,000, doing: business in one year to the 
srount of $57,000,000, In Troy, N. = 
there Was & co-operative iron foundry assuCia- 
tion. It worked well long enough to give 

n idea of what could be accomplished when 
the experiment is fully developed, Thomas 
Prassey, one of the first of the English par- 
lament, deciarec: “Co-operation 1s the one 
und only solution of this question; it is the 
scle Path by which the laboring classes as a 
whole, or any large number of them, will 
ever emerge from the hand to mouth mode of 
living, and get their share in the rewardsand 
honors of our advanced civilization.’ Thomas 
I{ughes, the ablest and the most brilliant 
iriend or the-workingman, Lord Derby, John 
Stuart Mill, men who gave half their lifetime 
to the study of this question, all favor co-op- 
erative association. 

The principle was illustrated in Ireland. One 
day a mail coach traveler found aman stand- 
ing inthe water repairing a dam. “Are you 
working by yourself?” inauired the traveler. 
“Yes,’ wasthe auswer. ‘‘Where is your stew- 
ard?” “We have no steward.” “Who ie your 
master?’ “Wehave no master. Weareona 
new system.” “Then who sent you to do this 
work?’ “The committee.” “Who is the com- 
mittee?” “Some of the members.” “What 
p:cmbers do you mean?” asked the visitor. “‘The 
picughmen and laborers who are appointed by 
usasacommittece. I belong to the new sys- 
teniites.”’ 

You say that there have been great failures 
inthat direction. I admit it. Livery great 
rovement atthe startisa failure. The ap- 
plication of steam power a failure, electro- 
telegraphy a failure, railroading a failure, but 
after awhile the world’s chief Successes. I 
hear some say: “‘Why, it is absurd to talk ofa 
surplus to be putinto this co-operative asso- 
ciation, when men can hardly get enough to 
cat and wear and take care of their families.” 
Ireply: Put into my hand the money spent 
in the last five years in this country by the 
laboring classes for rum and tebacco, and I 
will start a co-operative institution ef mone- 
tury power that will surpass any financial 
insti{ution in the United States. 

Again: J] :emark that relief will come to 
the working classes through more thorough 
discavery on the part of employers that it is 
hest for them to let their employes know jast 
how matters stand. The most of the capital- 
ists of today are making Jess than 6 per cent, 
less than 5 percent, Jessihan 4 per centon 
their investments. Ilere and there is an ana: 
cenca swallowing down everything, but such 
are the exceptions. It is often the case that 
employes blame their employer because they 
eupy;ose he is getting along grandly, when he 
is oppressed to the last point 
of Oppression. I knew a- manufac: 
turer who employed more than a thousand 
hands. I said to him: “Do you ever have any 
trouble with your workmen? do you bave any 
strikes?’ “No,” hasaid. “What! in this time of 
angry discussion between capital and labor, no 
trouble?’ “None at all—none.” I said: “How 
is that?’, “Well,” he said, “I have a wey of 
my own. Every little while I call my em- 
ployes together, and I say: ‘Now, boys, I want 
to show you bow matiers stand. What you 
turned ont this year brought so much. You 
sce it isn’t as muchas we got last year. [ 
cen’t afford to pay you as much as I did. Now, 
vou krow I put all my means in this business. 
What do you think ought to be my percentage, 
and what wages ought I to pay you? Come, let 
us settle this.’ ‘‘And,” said that manu- 
factorer, “we are always uuan- 
‘mcs, When we suffer we all suffer together. 
Wlhin we advance we advance together, and 
p¥ men would die forme.” But when a man 
goes enong his empleyes with a supercilious 
air, and drives up to his factory as though he 
were the autccrat of the universe, with the sun 
and the moonin his vest poekets, moving amid 
the wheels of the factory, chiefly anxious lest 
a greased or smirched hand should touch his 
immaculate broadcloth, he will see at the end 
be has made an awful mistake. I think that 
employers will find out after awhile that it is 
to their interest, as far as possible, to explain 
matters to theiremployes. You be frank with 
them end they will be frank with you. 


Again: I remark, relief will come tothe la- 
boring classes through the religious rectifica- 
tion of the country. Labor is appreciated and 
rewarded justin proportion as 4 country is 
Chiistianized. Why is our smallest coin «a 
penny, while in Chinait takes six or a dozen 
pieces to make one penny, the Chinese carry- 
img in hisown country the “cash,” as ww is 
called, around his neck like a string of beads, 
éczen of these pieces necessary to make the 
value of one of our pennies? In this country, 
for nothing do we want to pay less than & 


ne 
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penpy. In China, they often have to 
pay the sixth of a penny, or the 
twelfth of a penny. What is the difference? 
Christianity. Show me a community that is 
thoroughly infidel, and ¥ will show you a com- 
mupity where wages are small. Show me a 
commupity that is thoroughly Christianized, 
aud I will show you a community where wages 


are comparatively large. How do I account 
for it? The philosophy is easy. Our religion 
is a Gemocratic religion. It makes the owner 
of a mii] understand be is a brother to ali the 
cperatives ia that mill. Born of the same 
Heavenly Father, to lie down in the same 
cust, to be saved by the same supreme mercy. 
No putting on of airs in the sepulchre or ia 
the judgment. 

An engineer in a New England factory gate 
sleepy, and he does not watch the steam gauze, 
and there is a wild thunder of explosion, and 
the owner of the mi!] and one of the workmen 
are siain. The two slain men come up toward 
the pate of beaven. The ownerof the mill 
knocks at the gate. The celestial gatvekeep=r 
cries: “Who 1s there?’ The reply comes: “I 
was the owner of a factory at Fall River,wacre 
there was an exp'osion ju-t now, and I lost my 
life, and | wantto come in.” “Why do you 
want to come in, avd by what right do you 
come in?” asks the celestial gatekeeper. “Ob!” 
tays the man, “I employed two or three hana- 
Cred hands. I was a great .man at 
Fall River.” “You employed two or 
three hundred men,” says the gatekeeper, 
‘but how much Christian grace did you em- 
ploy?’ “None at all,” says the owner of the 
mill. “Step back,” says the celestial gate- 
keeper; “no admittance here for you.” Right 
after comes up the poor workman. He kuocks 
atthe gate. The shining gatekeeper says: 
“Who is there?’ He says: “I am a poor 
workman; I come up from the explosion in 
Fall River: I would like to enter.” ‘What is 
your right to come in here?” asks the shining 
gatekeeper. The workman says: “I heard 
that ashining messenger came forth from 
your world to our world to redeem it. I have 
been a bad mani I used to swear when I hurt 
my hand with the wheel; I uscd to befangry;; 
] have dcnea great many wrong things, but [ 
confessed it all to the messenger that came 
ir) m your country, and after I confessed it he 
told me to come up here, and that you may 
know I have a right to come, there is hisname 
on the palm of my hand; here is his name on 
my forebead.” Then there is a sound of work- 
ing pulleys, and the gates lift, and the work- 
ing man goes in. There was a vast difference 


hetween the funerals at Fall River. The 
owner of the mill had a great funeral. The 
poor workman had a small funeral. The man 


whocame upon his own pompous resources 
was shut outof heaven. The poor man, trust- 
ing in the grace of the Lord Jesus Carist, en- 
tered beaven. 

So you see it is a democratic religion. I do 
not care how much money you have, you 
have not enough money to buy your way 
threngh the gate. Ido not care how poor you 
are, if you have the grace of God in your 
heart, no one can keep you eut. If the shia- 
ing gatekeeper, smitten by some injustice, 
should try to keep you out, all heaven woald 
fly from their thrones and they woald cry, 
“Lethimin! Let himin!” My friends,you 
need to saturate our population with the re- 
ligion of Christ, and wage3 
will be larger, employers will be more 
considerate, all the tides of thrift will set in. 
Ihave the highest anthority for saying that 
godliness is profitable for the life that now is. 

It pays for the em- 
ploye. The religion of Christ came out to rec- 
tify all the wrongs of the world, and it will 
yet settle this question between labor and cap- 
ital just as certainly as yousit there and I 
stand here.

Wild Winds at Work. 

It seems that May of the present yeartis 
destined to correspond with the same month 
in the cyclonic year of ‘seventy-five. 
> dgreat storms have not only visited various 
parts of this country during the past few 
weeks, but they have swooped down upon 
Spain, Denmark and Scotland. The New 
York Herald thus summarizes the scientific 
theory bearing upon the present aspect of 
the weather problem: 

The proverbial mid-May disturbances, which are 
probably now developing around the whole tem- 
ae zone, Can be mere simply explained. This 

stheperiod when the barometer is falling per- 
manentiy for the season in this zone, both in Eu- 
rope and America, while there is no corresponding 
decrease of pressure over the circumpolar area, 
The consequence is that the arctic air currents are 
drawn down upon our northern continents, which 
thus become the batilefields forthe conflict between 
the equatorial and polar winds Qld as this ex- 
planation is, it is sounder than any modern theory 
of great continental tornadoes. Observation shows 
that storms are comparatively harmless, even 
when the barometer oscillates very considerably, 
60 long as there are no striking thermal contrasts 
in the opposing winds over large areas. Bauatan 
abnormal and generr! rise of the thermometer, 
ever: when the barometer remains almost steady, 
seldom occurs without tornadic or at least violent 
whirlwinds. 


We like this old theory better than some 
of the fanciful explanations given by recent 
writers. At least it is reasonable. No 
weather prophet is able to predict the out- 
look for the remainder of the season. The 
coming summer may be exceptionally se- 
vere, but it is plain that for some weeks the 
atmospheric conditions all over the world 
have been regular storm breeders. It will 
not help us much to speculate upon the fu- 
ture movements of the Sterm King. We 
cannot head him off. We must take what 
comes. = 

Appropriations, Subsidies and Free 
Trade. 

The Albany News and Advertiser, though 
itis very busily engaged in trying to con- 
vinee its readers that democrats ought not to 
be allowed to hold primary elections because 
euch a method is demoralizing—a “‘ perfect 
Pandora’s box turned loose ina community ”’ 
—finds time to fret itself a good deal over 
THE CONSTITUTION’S position in regard to 
the proposed congressional appropriation for 
a steamship mai! service between this coun- 
try and the countries of Central and South 
America.

But the appropriation for opening, 
aging and increasing our mail facilities with 
Central and Sonth America, is no morea 
subsidy than the extra appropriations for 
keeping up the fast mail service at the north. 
It is tine, the south has some benefit from 
the fast mai] subsidy, but by far the greater 
part of the benefit goes to the north. We 
hear little of this fast mail subsidy, not only 
because southern congressmen are now, and 
have been for many years, unanimous in 
helping the north to feather its nest, but be- 
cause the subsidy is a self-acting affair that 
seems to have a special life of its own, 
When any of the great railroads of the north 
concludes that it wants a little more pay for 
the fast mail subsidy, it moves on the post- 
office department, a ‘‘reweighing”’ is order- 
ed, and the subsidy increased. This is a

If the News and Advertise 
is really interested in this matter, it mast re- 
member the disastrous delays oocasioned by 
the attempt. of the postmaster general, last 
year, tocompel the steamship lines tocarry the 
mails for a sum that they considered insaffi- 
cient. The result of that experiment is still 
felt, and today, if any citizen of Albans 
were {ravelipg in Cuba, he could not reach 
his friends, by letter, apy sooner than if he 
were in Europe. A letter from Cuba to Al- 
bany would have to go around by way of 
New York, and would be two wecks | 
reaching its destination, whereas, it oug 
to be in Aibany thirty six hours after 1! 
written. 

The appropriation, or subsidy—we ¢ 
not by what name it is called—for facili 
ing the mail service between this count 
end Central and South America, is intend 
to have far-reaching results. In those cou 
tries the south can find a ready market f. 
its products. The trade and commerce of th- 
south will be built up, and, through,th: 
ports of Norfolk, Charleston, Savannah, and 
New Orleans, our business men will be ena- 
bled {o- cultivate trade relations with sec- 
tions of the continent that are very rapidly 
building up and improving. 

Our Albany contemporary, however, ap- 
pears to be less troubled by the so-called 
subsidy business than by the remark of THE 
CONSTITUTION about congressmen who as- 
sume to represent thesouth. The News and 
Advertiser says this is very ‘‘bold,’’ and it 
has had two lengthy editorials about it. 
What THE CONSTITUTION meant to say was 
that the free trade congressmen do not rep- 
resent the new south—-least of all (-eorgia. 
There is no free trade party in Georgia, and 
every farmer who is intelligent enough to 
understand the situation knows that free 
trade, if it did not hurt, would not help 
him. The one factor necessary to build up 
the farms of the south and increase their 
value is the multiplication of industries. it 
is possible that free trade would give the 
farmer his toolsand his clothesa little cheap- 
er than he gets them now, but it would par- 
alyze the young and growing industries oi 
the south, and the result would be that the 
farmer would find himself poorer than ever. 
Free trade us a theory will do well enough 
for college graduates and a certain class of 
newspaper editors, but the farmers will be 
compelled tinally to regard it from a busi- 
ness point of view.

Customs Collections. 


Atlanta’s position as a port is again threat- 

ened. In the absence of Secretary Manning, 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
asks the house of representatives to abolish 
the port of Atlanta—to wipe out as it were, 
Peachtree creek and all the other advantages 
that we pOssess as a port. And this is done 
in the absence of the real secretary, and it is 
done to a voung port that has abundant room 
for crowth. 
Mr. Fairchild claims to have an cye single 
in the public service, and he 
proposes to abolish sixty collectors of cus- 
toms, and consolidate their districts, Under 
his plan the young and hopeful ports of the 
state are to be abolished, and only tough old 
Savannah retained. He looks only at the 
present cost.of collecting revenue in the dis- 
tricts in disfavor, and makes no allowance 
for their growth in the future. The districts 
recommended for abolishment in the south, 
and the excess of cost of collection over each 
dollar of revenue, are as follows : 

Virginia—Alexandria, cost over revenue, each 
dollar, $1.97 ; Cherrystone, $1.94; Petersburg, 3.95; 
Tappahannoch, $1.23; Richmond, $1 27. 

North Carolina—Albemarle, $3.33 : Beaufort, $2.40; 
Pimlico, £1.91. 

South Carolina—Georgetown, $2 63. 

Georgia—Atlanta, $1.15; Brunswick, $1.13; St. 
Mary’s, $23.16. 

Florida—Fernandina, $1,900: St. Augustine, $2.45; 
St. Marks, #9 20. 

Mississippi—Natchez, $2 26; Vicksburg, $9.52. 

[ouisiana—LaTeche, $3.55. 

Tennessee—Chattanooga, $1.27.

Nota single pool ticket has ever 
been sold toa minor, except upon a written 
request. There are positive orders to allow 
no minors in the pool room,” 

“Do you think the council will close up the 
rocms’?” 

“It would pot surprise me. I am surprised 
at nothing since Atlanta went dry. If the 
council take a notion to close ’em, the boys 
way as well look ont for new quarters.”’

SUNDAY SERVICES. 


GOSPFL TRUTHS FROM SERMONS 
DELIVERED YESTERDAY. 


Ur. McDerald at the Second Baptist Last Night— 
Biicf Synopsis from Sermons Delivered at the 
First Baptist, Trinity, Central Presby- 
terian and Otber Churches. 


The evening service at this church opened by 
singingthe t*othbymn: ~° 
‘‘The morning light is breaking: 
The darkness disappears, 
The sons of earth are waking 
To penitential tears. 


Each breeze that sweeps the ocean, 
Brings tidings from afar, 

Of uations in commotion 
Prepared for Zion’s war,”’ 

Dr. McDonald read the 13th chapter of Matthew, 
and began bis discourse by saying that he wished 
to say something regarding the work represented 
in the southern Baptist convention, in session just 
closed. The three parables just read were in- 
structive and illustrative of the kingdom 
of Jesus Christ. Tae first parable, the 
wheat and tares growing together, was illne- 
trative of good and evil, and the secoad 
parable the intensity of growth, the living power 
of tbe human heart. It suggests ideas, progress 
and development. The sonthern Bapiist conven- 
vention is pot a part of the church machinery. 
Each church is independent, established for the 
purpese of executing the law of Jesus Christ ard 
for spreading knowledge of Jesus Christ. The 
chureh that hides its iight does hot comply with 
words of Clirist to goand preach Mfs word through- 
out the Jand.- In speaking of the missionary work 
the doctor said that great work is being done ia 
extending the kingdom of God. He gave a brief 
review of the history of missions. The pastor 
of Bristol chapel, England, published a 
sermon, ‘The Star in the East,” . which 
consisted largely of the progress of Christianity in 
the cast. The sermon fell into the hands ofa 
young student named Judson, and it was like 
a wighty wind upon his spirit. Judson was at the 
first convention ever held, and that was neara 
hay stack. This was seventy-five years ago. In 
February, 1812, Judson sailed forthe east and be- 
gan his missionary work. Rice followed soon aftear- 
wardsand cnitered the heathen field. Efforts were 
made to get the two men to unite with ihe Enz- 
lish Baptists, but they declined to doso. An as- 
sociation was formed in Boston to further the work 
in incia, They thought they could raises $1.00. It 
wasa cay of Srpall things, the sowing of mustard 
seed. Last year £52,000 was raised for chureh work 
the little association organized in Boston held 
a meeting every tbree years. In 1845 the conyen- 
tion was beld in Augusta, aud since that time its 
work has beev a glorious one. The board for work 
in foreign lands is productive of great good. 
In speaking of the workin Africe and the colored 
people here, he said that the colored people came 
In Contact with Christians, and that ma: ’ of them 
are Christiaiis. He staid he did not know what the 
tuture had in store for them, but he hoped God 
would turn the hearts of these people to their 
fatherland and make them a power to reveal His 
mercy to those in darkness. He said he thought 
tbe $10,000 which the board intended to give the 
colored people could not bs more profitably spent 
aud would do much in lifting up these people toa 
higher standard of morality. The saath has been 
unfairly ag SL pee and her people are ready 
to take the black man by the hand and aid him in 
reaching a high point of morals and religion. Tae 
doctor said he did not think slavery was wrong, 
but he did think it the duty of every man to help 
the colored race. The northern brethren are 
ready to lend a helping hand. He reviewed the 
missionary work in China, Cuba, Brazil and other 
countries, and gave many interesting facts in con 
neciion with the work. 


At Trinity Church, 

Rev. J. W. Lee preached a wissionary ser- 
mon yesterday from the text “There is one Lord, 
one faith on baptism, one Lord and Father of 
all, who is through all andin youall.’’ Eph, 4; 4, 5. 

One of the most notable features of the times is 
the tendeney to unity in everything. Formerly 
men were apart on all questions, because their 
opinions were not based on facts, but weie built 
on data furnished by the imagination. In our 
day men are coming to believe that opinions 
which do not tally with facts and 
accommodnte facts, are valueless. It is to this ten- 
cency to estimate views in proportion to the num- 
her of facts they will accommodate that we are to 
fiud the reason for their unity. In realms where 
the data are easily measured and comprehended, 
Ceductions based on them are alike. In the science 
of numbers men are of one mind. There is but 
one science of numbers. There is one 
chemistry, one astronomy, one bot- 
any, one geology one science 
of electricity, one political cconomy, one science 
of the beautiful, of music, and ofethics. When we 
come to religion, however, men are not so ngar 
together. ‘Lhe religious nature of man, and the 
religion adapted toit, are not so well understood 
astbhese qucstions which are more sensuous and 
more easily measured and labeled. Now, when 
meu come to undersiand religious questions as 
they do mathematical, they will 
think alike upon them. secase 
there is but one religion, as there is but 
one science of numbers. There is one Lord, one 
faith, one baptism. The one religion that is, and 
always hasbeen, andis cventually to prevail in 
the world, is the religion of Christ. It isthe only 
ubivertal religion. Itis the only religion that is 
nays tit to all forms of government, all methods 
of thought, all systems of phylosophy, and all 
phases of life. It is suited to the peasant, the 
king, the soldier, the citizen, the rich, the 
poor, the young, the old. It is adapted to 
the human mind in its truth, 
the buman heart in its Jove, and the human action 
in itsethies. Itis suited to man in prosperity, in 
adversity, in youth, in old age. Other forms of 
religion are believed in certain climates, social 
ideas and political opinions. Christianity alone is 
world wide in its scope, its sentiment and its hope. 
Christianity is not simply a creed or a system of 
doctrine, or a phylosophy. It is. a life and a 
method of life. 

Thore who epjoy this religion and know of its 
benefits and possibilities should send it to those 
who hayeit not. Among reasons which are not 
the highest, but stijlought to have some weight 
among men who do not always act from tois high- 
est 1¢ason for sending the gospel to the heathen 
are the following: 

1. The Commercial. Christianity develops men’s 
working and producmg faculties. This it does 
by liberating Sthem from the _ thraldom 
and Cominion of sfavery and superstition. Wrong 
forms of religion, instead of stimulating men ant 
determining them to enterprise and endeavor, 
bind them, benumb their faculties and paralyze 
their cnergies, Christianity is stimulating. It 
stirs governments, societies and institutions. Of 
the first disciples it was said: ‘They that have 
turned the world upside down have come hither.’’ 
Hence the way to develop a people is to introduce 
to theirmindsand hearts and society the Chris- 
tian religion. It cost about $250,0.0 to Christianize 
the Sandwich Islands. Their contribution a few 
veals ego to the world’s commerce was 32,509,090 
Before they were Christianized they exported 
nothing, but were slowly dying ont, The Chinese 
do not export such articles of commerce as are 
very valnabie, fans, tea, trinkets for children, and 
silk. It would ectually pay the Christian govern. 
ments of the worid to send] the gospel tothe 
heathen for the compensation which would result 
to the world’s wealth. 

Second—The great discares which sweep over 
the world and destroy so many of the human race 
have their origin gencrally in the low, filthy quar- 
ters of heathen cities. Abong with Christianity 
there gocs sosp and lime and proper methods of 
Grainage. Christianity is, by its very structare 
and laws, pledged to cleanliness, and cleanliuess 
is one ot the essen'ial conditions of health. 

Third. But the greatreason why we should send 
the gospel to the heathen is found in the fact that 
eur Savidr has said, “Go yeintoallthe werld and 

reach the gospel to every creature.’ The gosp?! 
is for allmen, and the full and complete enajoy- 
ment of it, by any one man, is conditioned, ina 
sense, upon the enjoyment of its privileges and 
biessings by the whole human race. The buman 
race isto be redeemed and become the bodv of 
Christ, and we will never know what Uhrist can 
do for wus as individuals until the whole 
body is redeemed. Christ blesses men as individ- 
uals, through corporate forms, and the larger the 
corporate body the larger the blessing it will be ia 
His power togive. The life and religion of Christ 
are universal and for the world. They willnever 
be seen in their vigor and fullness until they cir- 
culate through the corporate body of the race, No 
man has the bighest health in any part of himself 
tuuless the blood circulates through every part of 
himself. 


Atthe Central Presbyterian Church. 
Rev. G, B. Strickler, D. D., the pastor, 
preeched from the 13th chapter of John, 34th verse: 
“A new commaudmentI give unto you, that 
ye Jove «ne énoiher.”’ 

There is no Christian duty which the great mass 
of professing Christians more entirely neglect than 
obedience to the command in the text. They 
are very careful as to other cuties but very few per- 
form this one or realize Ks importance. Yet it is 
one of the most important duties announced in 
these pages. Its impoitanee is indicated by the 
fact that our Saviour enjoined it upon his disciples 
three diflerent Umesin his last address to them. 
He dces not say it would be becoming in them to 
love one another but He commands it. He gives 
itasa new commandment and subsequently in al! 
their writings by all the apostles they insist stren. 
uously upon its obedience. 

The scriptures attach so much importance to 
this commandment: 

First—Because it establishes Christian unity, 
one body with Christ as its head; one in correct 
views of the truth as to faith, repentance and the 
plan of salvation; one in their efforts for the ad- 
vancement of Christ’s cause in this worid. 

Second—Because itis the most important of al 
commands affecting our relations to our fellow 
Christians and leads to a perfect fulfillment of the 
law as to them. 

—Because, “By this shallall men know 
that ye are my disciples if you love one arother,"’ 


ase in the verse following the text. O° 
creed or dress or maaner ara not eur badge, but 
our love for one avother is the insignia of our 
being true followers of Jesus Christ. Otherwise we 
have not on the badge of discipleship nor the 
npiform of that fac army to wmich we ciaim to 
belong. The most practical and conclusive provi 
the desciples would be able to present to the worid 
of the divine origin of religion would be rhe love 
they bore one another and hence it is a most;ia- 
portant fact deserving of our most careful atien- 
tion. If Christians would love each other a3 the 
text command, and would act towards each othag 
as that love dictates there could be no scepticism 
as to the value of religion. 

Fowtb—Because obedicnce to this command is 
an essential mark of true piety. “If we 
love bot him whom we have seen, how 
cen we love him whom we have not seen?’ The 
apostle esserts itso and attempts to prove it. Un- 
less we love our Christian brethren, and all the 
brethren, both high and low, ricn and poor, 
learned end unlearned, we have no eyideuce that 
we have passed from ceath uato life. 

Fifth. because the Saviour will make use of our 
affection for each other and the world around u3 
asameans of blessing to them, of greater bless- 
Dg to them than anything else 
we can do, not dispensing, however, 
with our other duties to teach and labor amoung 
them, should we render strict obedience to this 
coramand. The Christian who loves his brethren 
other things being equal, will be immeasurably 
more u:efui in consequence. I have giveu you 
these few reasons why the seriptures consider 
obedience to this command of such vital impor 
tance. Il beseech you brethren to cultivate this, the 
greatest of all the graces.

aud beauty adorning. the 
The wrecks of matter and the cra: 
worlds make no changes inthem. How at 

ive becomes heaven when its stability is compared 
to earth's changes. What isearth!y wealth, glory, 
fume or power but mere toys if an intant’s hauds 
to yield a moment's pleasure, then gone forever. 
Young men, are you pursuing a life of pleasure’ 
Wiil not the tomorrow “I die’ embitter the cup of 
today’ Where are your pleasures of yesterday “Like 
snow-drops taliing Ou a fiver, a moment seen, then 
gone forever.”’ But a heritage awaits the Christ- 
ian never to perish. 

But what does this mean’ “J shall write upon 
him the name of my God.”’ It means that ‘(rod’s 
people shall wear his seal. On their redeemed 
and glorified natures shall be written his majestic 
name. Men who, like Paul, cry out against abom- 
iInations Carry the marks of Goa’s thunder. They 
are scared by the world’s malignity. 

The world is to remain unharmed until it serves 
the purpoze of God’s children. Angels from the 
world of woe beneath are under orders from high 
heaven to destroy only those not sealed of God oa 
the foreheard. The sealed of God are those who 
cry out against the vices of ca:th. Not the de- 
fenders of vice and apologists of criminal makers. 

God promises bis true followers that they shall 
see bis face, which means thatin reference to the 
life to come the Christian stunds so near his 
Father there can be no room to doubt what ic is 
or towhom he belongs. Oh, happy day, when we 
shal! no ionger see throuzh a giasg daraly, but 
shail look into heuven's clear mir-

After being taughtin 
the university of the eternal kingdom, perchance 
they are sent as ministering angels to otier and 
Gistant «worlds, But Vhateve: we = shall 
be or wherever we may ro we 
shall carry the imprint of citizenship in the king- 
dom of heaven. Inthe last clause the glory of 
my text culminates: “And I wiil write -upou him 
my newname.”” Whosaysthis? Noue other than 
eur Lord and Saviour, the risen Lord, He who was 
once a babe in Bethlehem, once a man of sorrows, 
who expired on a Roman cross, now called Jesus, 
Saviour... This is His new name by which He 
quiets our fears, heals our sorrows and gives us 
assurance of beaven beyond. Not now Jehovah, 
but Saviour. This name shall be written on all 
those purchased by His blood, the trophies of His 
eufferings. ‘ 

Who cau conccive our joy when weshal!!l hearthat 
hame in yorder reaim, when from wali to «hiniag 
wail every creature shall proclaim him ‘‘Lorda of 
vull’’ What must that glory be since inspiration 
with allthe imagery of earth, sea and sky,can but 
faintiy picture it.

Exhaust the 
janguage of earth and the limits of imagination, 
and the picture of heaven drawn, will be as far 
below the reality as the dew crop is less than the 
world’s wiceseas. [Letus indulge these fuint vis 
ious of heayeu, they widen our hearts aad tran- 
fuse new life into our ~sonls, ‘hey 
make us forget earths night in Tis 
tomb at the prospect of Heavan’s morniug uy; 
there’ Towhomis such glory promised? To hii 
that overcometh.

Tothe Pauls and Peters and James's and 
Polycarps and other martyrs. To those who by 
sufferipg’s and endurance are witnesses of him.
